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At  this  season  of  the  year,  when  Christmas  has  come 
again  with  its  messages  of  good  will  to  all,  it  seems  espe¬ 
cial^  appropriate  and  pleasant  to  turn  to  the  records  of 
the  Home,  and  learn  what  good  work  among  the  poor  and 
friendless  it  has  done  during  the  last  twelve  months.  For 
*  although,  in  this  great  cit}',  where  so  many  children  are 
growing  up  in  neglected  and  vicious  lives,  our  work  seems 
but  small,  who  can  tell  how  wide  an  influence,  for  good  or 
evil,  the  life  of  each  one  of  these  little  ones  may  have  in 
future  years  ?  Let  us,  then,  take  from  their  evil  surround¬ 
ings  as  manv  of  these  unfortunate  children  as  we  can,  and 
put  them  into  good  homes,  that  they  may  have  a  chance 
to  become  honest  and  respectable  in  the  future. 

Our  experience  has  shown  in  numerous  instances  what 
good  training  and  influence  will  do  for  a  child,  even  after 
it  has  had  a  thorough^  bad  start  in  life.  Take  the  follow¬ 
ing  example  :  — 

Many  }'ears  ago  a  girl,  about  eleven  years  old,  who  had 
been  spending  her  time  in  peddling  apples  about  the 
streets,  was  brought  to  the  Home  by  some  one  who  had 
been  attracted  l)3T  her  brightness,  and  who  wished  to  save 
her  from  the  evil  which  seemed  almost  inevitable  ;  for  she 
belonged  to  a  family,  none  of  whom  were  leading  respect¬ 
able  lives.  We  were  able  to  find  a  home  for  her  in  the 
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country,  where  she  was  adopted,  and  sent  to  school.  She 
was  so  intelligent  and  fond  of  study,  that  she  finally 
became  a  teacher,  and  supported  herself  b}'  giving  lessons 
in  French  and  music.  At  length  she  married  an  excellent, 
well-educated  man  ;  and  we  have  had  pleasant  accounts  of 
her  welfare  and  happiness. 

It  is  good  to  be  able  to  feel,  as  we  do,  that  the  children, 
who  have  once  been  with  us,  have  such  pleasant  recollec¬ 
tions  of  their  stay  here  ;  writing  to  us,  or  coming  back  to 
see  u  aunty  ”  again,  and  even  adopting  children  from  us 
themselves.  We  mean  that  the  children,  who  have  once 
been  with  us,  should  consider  this  a  home  to  which  they 
will  be  welcomed  again  if,  by  an}'  chance  of  poverty,  sick¬ 
ness,  or  death,  they  lose  the  homes  which  we  have  pro¬ 
vided  for  them ;  and  we  say  this  to  the  adopting  parents, 
also. 

Any  account  which  we  can  give  of  the  work  of  the 
Home  for  the  last  year  will  resemble  our  reports  of  pre¬ 
vious  3'ears.  Nothing  unusual  has  occurred ;  but  we  are 
glad  to  sa}^  that  we  have  found  permanent  homes  for  more 
children  than  ever  before  in  a  year’s' time,  and  hope  and 
expect  that  our  work  in  this  direction  will  continue  to 
grow.  It  frequently  happens  that,  when  one  child  is 
adopted  in  a  country  town,  the  way  is  opened  for  others 
to  find  homes  in  the  neighborhood  ;  nothing  but  an  igno¬ 
rance  of  the  steps  to  be  taken  hindering  many  families 
from  adopting  a  little  one. 

The  following  extracts,  from  a  letter  lately  written  by 
the  matron  in  answer  to  inquiries,  may  be  of  interest  to 
all  friends  of  the  Home,  and  especially  to  those  who  may 
not  be  familiar  with  the  precise  nature  of  the  work  which 
we  undertake  to  do  :  — 

“  As  our  report  does  not  enlarge  much  on  the  work  ac¬ 
complished  by  the  Home,  I  take  the  liberty  to  explain 
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something  of  its  workings  ;  it  being  a  little  different  from 
most  other  institutions. 

“  In  the  first  place,  we  take  children  from  four  months 
old  to  sixteen  years,  and  even  sometimes  much  older,  if 
they  wrere  ever  the  children  of  the  Home.  We  try  never 
to  lose  sight  of  them.  Our  object  is  to  make  useful  men 
and  women,  so  that  they  can,  when  old  enough,  earn  a 
respectable  living.  There  are  to-day  among  those  once 
our  bo}’s,  masters  of  ships,  foremen  in  large  establish¬ 
ments,  etc.,  and  women  also  holding  responsible  positions. 
Having  been  at  the  Home  over  thirty-four  years,  I  have 
had  the  opportunity  to  see  the  result  of  good  care  and 
kind  treatment.  We  only  keep  the  children  until  we  can 
provide  good  homes  for  them  in  families,  believing  it  to 
be  much  better  to  place  a  child  in  a  family  under  home 
influences,  than  to  keep  it  for  years  in  an  institution. 
Recentty  we  had  three  little  sisters  adopted  by  one  lad}^. 
The  mother  died,  leaving  eight  children,  five  of  whom  were 
brought  to  the  Home  ;  the  baby,  and  a  little  boy  between 
two  and  three  years  old,  we  have  still,  but  hope  to  have 
them  adopted  together. 

“  Another  wa}^  there  is,  wherein,  I  think,  we  do  a  large 
amount  of  good  :  the  poor  mother  of  a  large  family  is  ill, 
and  the  doctor  sa}Ts  that  she  can  never  get  well,  unless  she 
goes  to  the  hospital  for  a  time.  This  she  will  onty  be 
able  to  do  by  putting  the  children  under  our  care,  until  she 
is  able  to  receive  them  again.  We  take  them,  and  they 
sometimes  remain  for  two  or  three  months  :  we  are  never 
without  such  here,  so  we  are  alwa}’s  kept  full.  Our  fam- 
il}'  of  children  averages  about  thirty-five,  although  we  have 
had  forty-five  quite  often.  There  were  fifteen  children 
adopted  in  the  month  of  October,  but  we  do  not  usually 
have  so  many  adopted  in  one  month.  Our  Home  has 
gone  along  so  quietly  that  people  generally  do  not  know 
the  large  amount  of  work  done  here.” 
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This  letter  tells  of  the  work  at  the  Home  :  as  for  the 
lives  of  the  children,  after  they  have  left  us  to  brighten 
other  homes,  the  following  extracts  from  letters  received 
by  us  will  speak  :  — 

A  man  and  his  wife,  living  in  the  far  West,  had  no 
children,  and,  finding  a  friend  coming  to  Boston,  besought 
him  to  bring  them  a  little  one.  We  gave  him  a  little  girl, 
three  years  of  age.  He  writes,  “  The  little  girl  was  very 
good  all  of  the  way,  admired  and  played  with  by  the 

passengers,  and  very  happy.  I  found  Mr.  and  Mrs. - 

at  the  depot  on  my  arrival,  with  a  carriage,  waiting  for 
their  child,  for  whom  they  had  made  every  preparation. 
On  calling  to  see  them  a  few  days  since,  the  mother  said, 
‘  If  you  take  the  child  away  now,  you  must  take  me 
too.’  ” 

A  lad}r,  who  adopted  a  child  from  us  five  years  ago, 
says,  u  Our  little  girl  is  now  past  six  years  old,  and  such 
a  source  of  happiness  to  us.  She  is  very  large  for  her 
age,  and  the  picture  of  health.  None  of  us  thought,  when 
she  was  an  infant,  she  would  turn  out  so  choice  ;  she  is 
really  gifted,  and  I  hope  to  cultivate  her  talents  to  some 
purpose.  She  speaks  and  reads  French  almost  as  well  as 
English.  I  am  teaching  her  myself :  she  is  learning  writ¬ 
ing  and  history,  and  I  have  commenced  teaching  her 
music.  Don’t  think  I  am  forcing  her,  she  is  too  pre¬ 
cious,  and  has  my  own  especial  care  ;  and  I  teach  her  only 
one  hour  a  day.  My  husband  is  proud  of  her.”  .  .  . 

Another  writes  us,  “  Please  send  us  the  adoption  paper 
right  away.  I  wish  to  take  a  journey,  but  can’t  go  until 
I  have  the  paper.  We  have  had  the  little  girl  five  weeks 
now,  and  we  want  to  call  her  our  own.” 

We  are  constantly  receiving  such  letters  from  those  who 
adopt  children  from  the  Home. 

We  are  pleased  to  record  the  fact,  that  at  last  Christmas 
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the  children  were  invited  to  join  in  the  festivities  of  the 
Second  and  Hollis-street  Churches,  and  the  Old-Colony 
Mission  School ;  and,  on  Washington’s  birthday,  tickets  to 
the  Warren-street  Chapel  Festival  in  the  Music  Hall  were 
given  to  them.  In  the  summer,  about  thirty  children  en¬ 
joyed  a  wTeek  or  more  in  the  country,  through  the  kindness 
of  the  managers  of  the  “Country  Week.”  The  visit 
resulted,  once  or  twice,  in  a  permanent  home  being  found 
for  the  child  sent.  A  committee  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Union  sent  a  carriage  four  times  to  the  Home 
last  summer,  and  each  time  several  of  the  children  enjoyed 
a  two-hours’  drive  in  the  country. 

We  must  mention,  also,  that  the  children  had  a  little 
entertainment  of  their  own  in  the  Home  parlor,  last  Christ- 

jk 

mas,  and  are  looking  forward  to  a  similar  treat  this  }’ear. 
The  entertainment  consisted  of  poems  and  dialogues, 
spoken  and  acted  b}T  the  children ;  and  one  of  the  older 
girls,  representing  Santa  Claus,  distributed  gifts  to  every¬ 
body,  which  was  most  heartity  appreciated  by  all  con¬ 
cerned. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  treasurer’s  Report,  that  the 
expenses  of  the  Home  for  the  past  year  have  somewhat 
exceeded  the  income.  We  are  thus  obliged,  as  in  former 
years,  to  rely  upon  the  legacies,  which  we  receive  without 
restriction,  to  meet  our  current  expenses.  It  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  we  may  soon  add  a  sufficient  number  to  our  list 
of  subscribers,  to  enable  us  to  make  permanent  investment 
of  all  legacies  received. 

The  expenses  of  the  Home  have  been  much  larger  since 
we  undertook  the  care  of  infants  ;  but  we  think  this  part 
of  our  work  exceedingly  valuable,  and  should  be  sorry  to 
be  obliged  to  restrict  it  in  the  least.  Most  of  the  children 
adopted  are  under  three  3Tears  of  age,  and  we  seldom  have 
one  taken  who  is  more  than  six  years  old. 
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The  health  of  the  children  has  been,  on  the  whole,  re¬ 
markably  good  during  the  year  ;  the  deaths  recorded  being, 
with  one  exception,  those  of  infants,  many  of  whom  are 
very  delicate  when  placed  under  our  care. 

Thanks  are  again  due  to  Dr.  A.  T.  Cabot  for  the  ser¬ 
vices  which  he  so  generously  gives  us.
